SHOT THROUGH THE LUNG, 


Harry Reid Shoots Dave Beavers on Deea- 
‘tur Street—In a Dangerous Condition, 


David Beavers is dying at his home on an 
alley running from Marietta street to the rail- 
read, between Spring and Bartow streets. 

Harry Reid is a fugitive from justice. 

Beaver and Reid are both negroes, and the 
dying condition of the former is due to the 
murderous work of the latter. 

Both men are negroes that have known one 
anotherfor years. Beavers is an.erderly, hard- 
working fellow, while Reidis a ‘desperate, bad 
darkey. Several menthsagothe twe men fell 
out about agirl, and fought. ‘The fight was a 
fair one, and Beavers succeeded in doing Reed 
up in good style. The flogging Reid received 
at Beavers’s hands did not set well with him, 
and upon several occasions recently he has en- 
deavyored- to draw Beavers into ,trouble. 
Reavers, however, knew Keed to be a desper- 
ate man, and avoided him.  Yester- 
day the two darkeys met on Decatur street 
near the Boulevard. They were beth walking 
and when only a foot or so apart Reed stopped 
and bantered Beavers for a fight. Beavers de- 
clined the challenge, but Reid pushed a quar- 
rel upon him and then drawing «a pistel pointed 
itat his adversary and taking deliberate aim 
fired. The ball struck Beavers in the side 
and, staggering around as best he could, he 
started to run. Ag he moved off Reid fired 
again. This second shot caused Beavers to 
quicken his pace and in an instant afterwards 
anether ball came whizzing by him. Beavers 
was then in front of a store and, believing that 
he would be safer inside than on the sidewalk, 
darted into the building. As Beavexus entered 
the door another ball passed throygh his coat 
sleeve and buried itself in the door, 

The shooting—four shots in rapid succession 
—attracted a large crowd, and several men 
started towards Reed, in whose hand the smok- 
ing pistol eould be seen. Reed, however, had 
no idea of being arrested, and, wheeling about, 
fled-and made good his escape. After Reed 
had gone several men entered the store to as- 
certain the extent of Beaver’s injuries. He 
was found leaning against the counter bleed- 
ing profusely from a wound in the Jett breast. 
He was___—iterribly frightened, and 
announced that he would die. Several 
persons present helped Beavers upon a street 
car and alone he proceeded to Drs. Westmore- 
land & Hewell’s office, where his wounds were 
dressed. In examining Beavers’t wound, the 
physicians found that one ball only had taken 
effect and that that one had entered the body 
near the Jeft collar bone and had penetrated 
the lung. The wound was considered quite 
serious and Beavers was removed to his home. 
Aftér his removal he suffered a great deal and 
late lastnight was quite low. His physicians 
say he may recover and he may not. me
